SECRETS CARRIED 10 GRAVE 


Letters Left by Mrs. Lorillard 
Placed in Her Casket.

ONE WRITTEN BY ANOTHER. 


Funeral Seivice Followed by Hasty 
Departure to New York. 


Washington, D. C., March 26.—In the folds 
of her shroud the material evidence of the 
death secret of Mrs. Pierre Lorillard Jr. is 
sealed with her body tonight on its final 
journey to the grave. {The casket will be 
interred tomorrow at Irvington, N. Y. 

The departure ftom the city furnished an- 
other of the dramatic events which have 
characterized the death by suicide of this 
prominent woman. Followed only by Mr. 
Lorillard and his son, the hearse carrying 
the body was driven hurriedly down the 
street. The funeral services, at which only 
a few friend’ were present, occupied only 
half an hour. 

Letters Placed in Casket. 

Dr. J. Ramsey Nevitt, the coroner, laid in 
the folds of the shroud two notes and the 
trinkets found on Mrs. Lorillard’s body after 
her death. Contrary to the general under- 
standing, Mrs. Lorillard wrote neither of the 
notes after she returned from the Townsend 
dinner. It is believed the only words she 
wrote on the morning of her death were on an 
envelope that contained the notes and the 
trinkets. They were: *‘ Bury this with my 


body.” 

Another fact that has been brought out is 
that one of the notes was addressed to Mrs. 
Lorillard and was in the handwriting of 
another person. The second note had been 
written by Mrs. Lorillard evidently many 
days before her death. 


Husband Tells of Illness. 

It is said Mr. Lorillard has become recon- 
ciled to the verdict of suicide rendered by 
Coroner Nevitt. Mr. Lorillard told some of 
the callers of his realization in the past of 
the effect of the extreme despondency to 
which his wife was subject at times. He 
dwelt in constant fear, it is said, that this 
despondency, aggravated by physical ail- 
ment, might result in some rash deed. 


HARRIMAN ENDS HIS VACATION. 


Railroad Magnate Gives Impression 
That He Intends to Resume Du- 
ties in New York. 


San Francisco, Cal., March 26.—Cancel- 
ing his arrangements for a more extended 
stay in California, Edward H. Harriman 
came to San Francisco with the unexpected 
announcement that he would depart for New 
York tomorrow or Sunday.

- BLOWS AT BUSSE. 


Tuberculin Test Inquiry Is 
Asked in Resolution Of- 
feréd for Shurtleff. 


MILK LAWS. ATTACKED. | 


Proposed Switch in Oil Inspector 
Appointment Another Fling 
at the Mayor.

Springfield, I1l., March 26.—[Special.]—It is 
the evident purpose of the house of represen- 
tatives to give the municipal administration 
of Chicago reason to realize that the general 
assembly of Illinois is in session and pre- 
pared to do business. 

In spite of the protestations of the leading 
members of the legislature that there is no 
anti-Chicago animus behind measures which 
are being pushed to the front, bits: of evif 
dence which are displeasingly convincing to 
supporters of the Busse administration are 
being ‘urnished. 

The latest takes the shape of a resolution 
introduced in the house today by Representa- 
tive B. M. Chiperfield, acting speaker in the 
absence of Mr. Shurtleff. In presenting it 
he said he did so “‘ by the direction of the 
speaker,’’ who thus is made sponsor for the 
Proposition. 

It seeks to have appointed a legislative 
commission of nine members to investigate 
the efficiency of the tuberculin test recently 
demanded by Chicago milk ordinances and to 
determine the necessity for the same. 


Shurtleff Helps Out District. ° 

Mr. Shurtleff may be aseumed to be acting 
in behalf of the dairymen of his district, he 
being a resident of one of the big dairy sec- 
tions of the country where there has been a 
protest against the precautionary measures 
taken by the Chicago health department and 
backed by the action of the Chicago council. 

The Shurtleff resolution declares the Chi- 
cago ordinances forbidding the sale of milk 
except that which has come from cows sub- 
ject to the tuberculin test ** are without foun- 
dation of law. unreasonable, and vold.’’’ It de- 
clares that the producers of milk, butter, and 
cheese who supply the city are being 
harassed and annoyed by agents of the de- 
partment of health and asks that the pro- 
posed legisiative commission be set to work 
to determine whether the tuberculin tests 
are needful or efficacious. 

It is declared that the action taken by the 
Chicago health department and the city coun- 
cil has resukted already in an increase in 
the price of milk, has caused injury to the 
people of the city, threatens to cause a stil! 
greater increase and to injure the dairy 
interests of the state. The Shurtleff reso- 
lution probable is booked for passage at least 
by the house. 


Other Blows Aimed at Busse. 


This is one indication of the anti-Chi- 
cago tendency in the house organization, 
although it may be explained by the fact 
that Mr. Shurtleff is representing his con- 
stituency in objecting to the dairy regula- 
tions made by the Chicago council. 

Representative Currrn'’s double platoon 
bill, which would require the use of that 
much fought system in Chicago, a bill now 
reported favorably from committee and 
waiting action, is another indication of an- 
tagonism to the Busse administration. The 
bill for the repeal of the wheel tax is an- 
other, and the city authorities are just wak- 
ing up to the fact that there is still another 
bill pending which would take the appoint- 
ment of the oil inepector away from the 
mayor and give it to Judge Rinaker, thus de- 
stroying the most lucrative fee office which 
the mayor has at his disposal. 

While the legislative disposition is being 
manifested in these acts of unkindness to 
the city administration, the mayor is asking 
for an extension of the city’s bonding power 
and the charter convention for the passage 
of thé eleven charter bills. The omens are 
not propitious. 

The bill to take the appointment of the oil 
inspector. out of the hands of the mayor 
and give it over to the county judge comes 
from the Democratic side, but party lines 
are not what they used to be in the genera! 
assembly and have not the same meaning 
as applied to the probable passage of bills 


Oil Bill Said to Be Browne’s. 


It is said to have been drawn by Lee O'Neil 
Browne, minority leader, although he did not 
introduce it. It sets out to be an amendment 
to the law governing the storage and inspec- 
tion of oil and provides that the inspectors 
in all counties shall be appointed by the 
judge of the County court and that the judge 
shall fix the amount of compensatiog to be 
paid the inspector by the companies whose 
oll is inspected. 

By agreement the joint session for the 
election of a United States senator did not 
produce a quorum. 

Among. the bills introduced in the house 
was a measure presented by Representative 
Behrens to permit electric railways, whether 
organized under the railway act or under 
the state act applying to street railroads. to 
make traffic agreements with each other and 
to consolidate on a majority vote of the 
stock In each company in favor of the con- 
solidation. The measure would permit the 
consolidation of street car companies with 
the interurban companies. 

Representative Jewell introduced a bill to 
exempt candidates for nomination for the 
Supreme and Circuit courts from the opera- 
tion of the primary act. 


ASK 1 CENT FARE FOR TROOPS. 


Bill to Require Roads to Carry Na- 
tional Guard at That Rate Con- 
sidered at Springfield. 


Springfield, Ill., March 26.—[Special.J—A 
bill to require railroad companies to carry 
the troops of the national guard at a rate 
of 1 cent a mile is under consideration by 
the subcommittee of the house appropria¢ 
tions committee, headed by Representative 
Kittleman, to whom has been referred the 
military appropriation bills. 

These measures ask for $50.000 additional 
for the transportation of troops, the neces- 
sity of the additional expenditure being 
caused by the refusal of the railways to 
make the old rate of 1 cent a mile. Since the 
passage of the 2 cent fare act the railroads 
have insisted on the payment of full fare by 
the state.

LIQUOR TRAFFIC IN DEBATE 


‘Milwaukee Mayor and_ College 
President Discuss Prohibition. 


ALCOHOL BLAMED FOR CRIME 
Dr. Dickie Shows Drink’s Horrors 
While Opponent Quotes <criptcres.

Milwaukee, Wis., March 26.—[Special.]— 
David 8S. Rose, mayor of Milwaukee, and Dr. 
Samue! Dickie, president of Albion college 
at Albion, Mich., tonight debated the pro- 
hibition question. Mr. Rose favors the regu- 
lation of the liquor traffic and Dr. Dickie 
favors its absolute abolition. 

The debate was the first of a series of three 
to be held. the second in Chicago and the 
third at some city in the south. 

Mr. Rose set forth prohibition from the bib- 
lical standpoint and decjared that “ nowhere 
within the covers of tha® holy book, in the 
Old Testament or in the New, is there to be 
found one sentence which may legitimately 
be made the basis for the doctrine of prohibi- 
tion of the manufacture, sale, or use of in- 
toxicating beverages.”’ 

“Ten commandments were enough for the 
Lord,” he said, ‘but the prohibitionist 
wants to add an eleventh.” 

Dr. Dickie’s address was largely extem- 
poraneous, but he set forth the following 
propositions and discussed them at length: 

“Not only dies the liquor traffic breed 
criminals, but is in itself largely conducted 
by violators of the law. 

‘Prohibition has been found to be the 
most efficient method of restraint."’ 


Brewers Aid Blind Pigs. 

The most sensational part of Dr. Dickie's 
address was when he told of having written 
letterd as a dealer to Milwaukee brewers 
announcing the intention of opening blind 
pigs in prohibition territory. Every person 
addressed, he declared, had replied that such 
places could easily be provided with liquor. 
Dr. Dickie was the first speaker. 

“The prohibition of the liquor traffic,” he 
said, “is right if considered only from the 
economic standpoint. The saloon is the foe 
of capital, but preéminently the enemy of 
labor. 

“It paralyzes the arm of the workingman, 
shortens his life, excludes him from many 
lucrative callings, decreases his power as a 
producer, and throws into the labor market 
a vast mass of debased and unintelligent 
laborers who compete disastrously with the 
sober and industrious workmen.”’ 


Argument of Mayor Rose. 

Mr. Rose early in his speech told of the 
propagation of the human race on earth and 
how wickedness came to be rampant among 
men. He told how God saw the evil and 
determined to destroy all living things “ for 
it repenteth me.”’ He said “ that I have made 
them.”’ 

* But Noah found grace in the eyes of the 
Lord,”” quoted Mr. Rose and went on with 
the story of how Noah was saved to people 
the earth anew despite the fact that after 
the earth was dried *‘ Noah begun to be an 
hpsbandman and he planted a vineyard. And 
he drank of the wine and was drunken, and 
he was uncovered in the tent.’’ (Gen. ix., 20. 
21.) ‘* And Noah awoke from his wine.” 
(Gen. Ix., 24.) 

Mr. Rose declared that in every state where 
prohibition has been tried it has failed and 
other evils have crept in. 


Where Laws Are Worthless. 

** Beer is served in the bottle without the 
label,” he said, “‘and whisky is sold in 
packages of not less than one-half pint. 
Club life has become immensely popular and 
the private locker is displayed with pride. 
Negroes can obtain what they want without 
difficulty, because if summoned to testify 
against the seller they do not hesitate to 
perjure themselves. 

‘The blind pig, the speak easy, the boot- 
legger, and the club locker have taken the 
places of the licensed saloons; the people get 
all they want to drink as of yore and the 
treasury gets a deficit. Drunkenness stalks 
defiantly and boastfully, the ‘ best citizens’ 
excuse it or refuse to see it, and hypocrisy 
sits triumphant on his throne, monarch of al] 
he surveys! 

‘“‘ And this is what our prohibition friends 
call ‘ for the good of the country.’ "’

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Los Angeles, Cal.. March 26.—[{Special.]—

He defeated Wheeler,

The election closed one of the most bitter 
campaigns in the history of California. It 
was the first time that the recall had been 
invoked against the mayor of a city, and 
party lines became so tangled that no at- 
tention was paid to the political faith of the 
candidates. 

Mayor Harper, a Democrat, slipped into 
office at the last election because of a split 
in the Republican party, and soon after a 
campaign against him was started under the 
banner of purity in city politics. 


Both Hail Jury Verdict. 

The climax came with a Jong investigation 
by the grand jury, the verdict of which was 
hailed as a triumph by both sides. The grand 
jury returned no indictments and declared 
there was nothing criminal in the mayor's 
eonduct of his office. But the mayor was 
roundly scored in the report of the grand 
jury for certain visits to houses of ill fame 
under the guise of investigations, one of 
which was characterized as “an orgy.’ On 
these trips of inspection the mayor was ac- 
companied by members of the board of police 
commissioners. 

A minority report was published by six 
members of the grand jury in which Mayor 
Harper and several of his appointees were 
roundly condemned, but the Superior court 
refused to accept this minority report. 

Eleven libel suits were started during the 
campaign by the mayor and his appointees 
who had been attacked, but none of them 
came to trial before the election. 


Harper Blames Would-Be Leaders. 

Mayor Harper's friends declared the fight 
on him was caused by his refusal to take 
orders from certain political powers, and 
cited specifically the efforts made ‘to force 
him to reappoint Mr. Anderson a member of 
the board of public works in whose hands 
the building of the great Owens river aque- 
duct has been placed. 

The various business men’s organizations 
of the city aligned themselves on one side 
or another and the fight was carried to the 
extreme of boycotting business houses by 
the supporters of the two candidates. Even 
the .churches took sides. Social organiza- 
tions were divided. - So bitter was the cam- 
paign that one pastor was forced to resign.

Ambition to Be Great Singer Led 
Her to Leave Home; Father 
Has Not Seen Her Sinee. 


The identification of “Mrs. James H. 
Boyle,’ arrested in connection with the kid- 
naping of Willie Whitla, @s the daughter of 
William McDermott, a retired city fireman, 
has driven the aged man almost frantic. 

Yesterday he, as well as his prostrated 
wife, who is the stepmother of the wayward 
girl, required the services of a physician. 

later Mr. McDermott recovered and is 
gaid to have taken a train for the east to work 
on his daughter’s behalf. Members of the 
family gathered at 590 Cleveland avenue re- 
fused to discuss the case. 


Wished to Be Singer. 

The young woman reteived an 
education and passed a quiet life Peon ae 
three years ago, when, it is said, she beca me 
eonvinced that she was destined to develop 
into a great singer. Strangers encouraged 
her in this notion, and the result was that 
she began seeking the mpanionship of peo- 
ple who did not meet with the approval of the 
father. 

During the Christmas holidays of 1 she 
and her father quarreled, and she took her 
departure, never to be heard of again unul 
about eight months ago, when she tele- 
phoned her father that she had married a 
millionaire and was Stopping at the Audi- 
torium hotel. 

Just where she met Boyle in her career is 
-notknown. The marriage license records of 
Cook county do not indicate that she wed 
Boyle here. He appears to be entirely un- 
known to her Chicago relatives and friends. 

The elder McDermott spent the greater por- 
tion of his sixty-two years of life in Chicago, 
and has long been a worshiper at Sf’ Vin- 
cent’s church. His three daughters ‘énd his 
gon attended the parochial school thére, and 
when Anna finished there she was gent to 
Sinsinawa College, near Madison, Wis., to 
complete her musical education. , 

Her father served as a member of the Chi- 
cago fire department for thirty years, retir- 
ing seven years ago in comfortable circum- 
stances. He owns other properties besides 
the family residence, and the former family 
heme at 162 Seminary avenue, where the 
prisoner was born and reared. 


Prominent in Church. 

Anna was prominent in church work, and 
Was popular with the young folks, and 
showed her first signs of disobedience upon 
leaving the college and taking employment 
as clerk with Dr. John G. Message, 148 
State street. Her predecessor in that office 
was her sister Catherine, who, on Oct. 20, 
1908, became the wife of Jay J. Overmeyer, 
a@ grain dealer at Kouts, Ind. Another sister 
is Mary, the wife of C. H. Halligan of He- 
bron, Ind, 

The mother of these young women died while 
they were young, and about three years ago 
the father married a second time. It is de- 
nied that this marriage caused any discord. 

Mr. McDermott received the news early 
yesterday morning and sought solace at 
mass in St. Vincent's. There the priests gave 
him advice, pointing out that he should not 
discard the girl in her present predicament. 
The old man seemed to heed the advice given, 
but the task proved too great, and on his 
homeward journey told newspaper men that 
he would not contribute a 5 cent plece to the 
aid of the young woman. 

His temper softened ‘Jater and he took 
under consideration proposed plans for a 
trip to the érring daughter with his-son. 

“I'm thréugh with heg 
in his anger, and if it weren't for my wife I 
wouldn't spend a nickel on her. I have dis- 
owned her, and she may walk to the end of 
the path she has set her feet upon. [I spent 
ymuch money op that girl's edycation, and 
thought she wéuld be a joy to me in my old 
age. She is my youngest daughter and I 
was proud of her until she left home. 

"She became dissatisfied with our modest 
method of living, and insisted’on bringing 
young men here whom I didn't consider her 
equal. When I issued my ultimatum that 
she must give up these friends she disobeyed 
and packed her trunk. I have not seen her 
to this day, and never even heard from her 
until about eight months ago, when she 
phoned me an invitation to-come to the 
Auditorium Annex and meet her husband.

POISONED WIFE SELF SLAIN 


Indiana Woman’s Mind Gone, 
Yet Her Cunning Remained. 


SOUGHT TO BLAME ANOTHER. 


Wrote Threats to Herself and Scared 
Family with.Queer Lights. 


Vincennes, Ind., March 26.—Mrs. Jessie Lee 
Overton Culbertson, young woman of mys- 
tery, broken hearted, though only recently 
a bride, was not murdered. She was self- 
slain. Of this there is no doubt. Her hus- 
band and relatives tearfully acknowledged 
today that their. suspicions that she was 
Killed“at the instigation of another woman 
for jealous revenge were unfounded. 

The body of a miniature skeleton which had 
been attached to the skull found by the-side 
of Mre, Culbertson when she was discovered 
gagged in the shed near her home last 
Wednesday after swallowing carbolic acid 
was picked up late in the day near the scene 
of the tragedy. 


Wrote Menacing Letters to Self. 

Positive proof that the suicide wrote the 
anonymous threatening letters to herself has 
been established. A letter she wrote to her 
husband at Bridgeport, Ill., is written on 
stationery similar to that upon which were 
penned the anonymous notes. The water 
mark on the paper is the same on all the 
anonymous notes as that on the stationery 
found in the dead woman’s trunk. 

‘‘T cannot understand why Jessie should 
kill herself,’’ said her husband tonight. “‘ She 
was strange, though, now that al} this has 
happened /to recall many things. She never 
would tell me about her past except in a 
general way. She said her father and mother 
were dead.” 

A letter written to Culberson by his wife 
before they were married displaye@ the 
despondent nature of the girl. It was 
a long communication filled with thoughts of 
despair and pain caused by something he 
had written her. 


Mystery of Light Cleared. 

Andother of the recent mysteries of the 
Brazelton home, where Mrs. Culbertson 
lived, was cleared tonight by the discovery 
of an electric flashlight in the dead woman's 
room. For a week before the tragedy Mr. 
and Mrs. Bragelton had seen the flashlight 
about their home, and it had strengthened 
their belief that some oné was annoying 
their daughter-in-law. 

Mrs. Culbertson had often mentioned the 
strange light and declared that people who 
were trying to kill her were respons ble for 
it. Mr. end Mrs. Brazelton admitted that 
they and the young woman had never wit- 
nessed the light at the same time. 


FORMER FIANCEE TALES. 

Mrs. Etta Longwell, 708 West Madison 
street, who was suspected by the Vincennes, 
Ind., authorities of having written several 
letters to Mrs. Russell Culbertson and of 
having knowledge of the circumstances of 
the latter woman’s death,: said yesterday 
that she did not know Mrs. Culbertson either 
before or after her marriage, and that she 
never had written any letters to her.

Two Cases of Smallpox Found in the 
Steerage of Merion, from Liverpool 
to Philadelphia. 


Philadelphia, Pa., March 26.—Fifteen phy- 
sicians left today for Marcus Hook, Pa., 
where they will assist the three state 
quarantine physicians in vaccinating every 
one on board the American line steamship 
Merion from Liverpool because two passen- 
gers in the steerage were found to be suf- 
feripg from smallpox. 

Six hundred and thirty persons will be com- 
pelled to submit to the physicians’ needle, 
eighty cabin and 450 steerage passengers 
a crew of 100 men. 

The sufferers from the disease, two Rus- 
sians each 20 years old, were taken off the 
vessel and are qtartered in the quarantine 
hospital It is feared that others in the steer- 
age may have contracted the disease and

RECEIVER FILES HIS REPORT 


Assets $792,865; Debts Between §$1,- 
000,000 and $2,000,000. 


There will not be money enough to go 
around among the contract holders of the 
American Guaranty company. They will re- 
ceive a dividend ranging from about 40 per 
cent to 8O.per cent, according to the interpre- 
tation put upon the report of Receiver E. A. 
Potter by the court. Mrs. Carrie R. Furey, 
widow of Charles L. Furey, virtual owner of 
al] the capital stock of the company, will re- 
ceive nothing... The exact financial status 
of the company was revealed by the receiver's 
report, which was filed with the clerk of the 
Circuit court yesterday afternoon. 

The assets are stated to be $702,865. The 
outstanding contracts, figured on the actual 
net amount of cash paid in, ameunt to $2,071,- 
404, but figured upon the surrender value 
the amount is only $1,081,762. 

The stock becomes a minus quantity in- 
stead of being worth between $500,000 and 
$1,000,000, as Mrs. Furey thought when her 
husband died. The report shows that even 
when she filed the original petition in bank- 
ruptcy the company wads not solvent. 


Furey Got $1,282,533. 

The question that agitated the contract 
holders was what became of the $1,282,533, 
the difference between the amount actually 
paid in and the assets the receiver found. 
The explanation is that the money went to 
Charles L. Furey. 

According to the terms of a contract which 
Mr. Furey as principal stockholder made 
with himself as vice president and general 
manager he received about $300,000 in the 
three years previous to his death, and the 
agency depaftment received about 80 per 
cent of the first year’s premium on every 
contract. ‘ 3 

When Receiver Potter took over the as- 
sets, the agency department was virtually 
without funds, and the Furey estate was a 
creditor, according to the book accounts. 
Therefore, the $1,282,533 is not considered 
recoverable, and the funds held by the receiv- 
er are all that renfain to he distributed. 


Shows Business in Detail. 

The report, which was prepared by Levy 
Mayer, representing the receiver, is accom- 
panied by a schedule showing in detail the 
$15,000,000 worth of contracts which have 
been written by the ¢ompany since its in- 
ception in, 1892. ‘ 

The summary of assets and liabllities shows 
a@ special fund of $565,891, which was depos- 
ited with the Royal Trust company and was 
only turned over to the receiver after a long 
fight in the courts, and a general fund of 
$411,759, making a total of- $977,650. Be- 
cause the value of some of the real estate 
loans and notes is more or less problemat- 
ical, the receiver has deducted $184,786, leav- 
‘ing the actual assets $792,865. 

Three suggestions are made to the court 
for establishing a basis for the distribution 
of these assets. The first is that the surren- 
der value of the contracts be taken: the sec- 
ond, that the actual net amount of cash 
paid in be taken; and the third, that the ac- 
tuarial] value of the contracts be determined 
as a basis for settlement. 


Special Fund in Doubt. 


The court also must determine whether 
the special fund of $565,891 shall be dis- 
tributed solely to those contract holders for 
whose protection it was established, or 
whether it shall be considered as a part 
of the general fund. 

The report will be distributed by the con- 
tract holders’ protective committee, which 
represents about 4,500 of the 6,892 outstand- 
ing’ contracts, and all holders will ‘be re- 
quested to deposit their contracts with S. 
S. Gregory, the attorney for the: commit- 
tee, so that proper representation may b 
made before the court when the case is ar- 
gued on the report. 

“I do not care to state what attitude we 
shall assume regarding the basis for set~ 
tlement,” said Mr. Gregory. “I shall study, 
the report from all angles, and determine 
which will be the most equitable, and then 
argue the question from that standpoint.”

Woman Sues Dental Concern for $1,- 
000 Damages Because Operation 
Impeded Speech. 


Miss Anna Lee Rogers began suit for $1,000 
damages yesterday against the Boston Den- 
tal company.

ern Avenue Methodist Episcopal church: 

**Chicago, Dec. 31, 10908.—Dear Brother 
Crawford—This seems like the last word that 
a woman must speak, but I want to adda few 
words to what was said this morning. I de- 
sire to thank you for the Christian spirit and 
sympathy which you manifested and to as- 
sure you that I have fully and entirely con- 
secrated mfself to God. I am praying ear 
nestly for the cleansing of the blood and the 
fullness of the Holy Spirit in my life. I shall 
not cease praying for this until I have the 
assurance that the work is done in my heart. 
I have put put of my Nfe not only ‘ the sin 
that doth so easily beset me,’ but also‘ évery 
weight’ that could hinder my growth in 


grace. 

“I told you this morning that I had criti- 
cised your work. I now say that I have never 
spoken in criticism of your work or of you to 
any one in Woodlawn, but to one other per- 
son I have done so. I have already ac- 
knowledged to that other person.that it was 
done in an unchristian spirit. 

“I ask your forgiveness for that, and ae 
sure you it will never berepeated. I havethe 
fullest confidence in you, and hope to so live 
that you may have the same confidence in 
me. 

“Thanking you for your kindness, I am, 
sincerely yours, MARY A. LAVENDER.” 


Full Vindication Is Demanded. 

The case against Mrs. Lavender,whom Pas- 
tor Crawford accuses of improper relations 
with the Rev. John D. Leek, will come up at 
2 p. m. today for final hearing before a jury 
of laymen in Woodlawn Park Methodist 
Hpiscopal church. The Rev. A. T. Horn will 
preside at the trial. 

Formal withdrawal of Pastor Crawford's 
charge will not be accepted as-vindication 
by the accused woman and her counsel. 

‘The wording»of that withdrawal is sim- 
ply fresh insult and libel,” said Attorney 
George F. Orth. “ It cites that the specifica- 
tions formulated in the charge have abun- 
dant evidence in their.support. Mrs. Laven- 
der must have an uncompromising verdict of 
acquittal or not guilty tomorrow or I'll wreck 
the church.” 


To Use Letter as Evidence. 

The letter which Dr. Crawford used to 
compel Dr. Leek to resign from the ministry 
will be used as the principal evidence in 
Mrs. Lavender's support. It is said. Dr. 
Crawford waved the letter in front of Dr. 


Leek in the Palmer house and exclaimed, 
“ And this contains the whole thing.’’ The 
supposition is that he meant it contained a 
confession, by Mrs. Lavender.

North Central Colleges’ Dele- 
gates Told Jeffersoh Teach- 
ers Are Inefficient. 


REPLY FROM SCHNEIDER. 


Denies ‘Outside Interference” Is 


Cause of ‘Defects in the 
Chicago System,” 


The dropping of the Jefferson High schoo] 
from the list of accredited schools of the 
North Central Association of Colleges and 
Secondary Schools was explained in a report 
to the association by Vice President H. A. 
Hollister, inspector for the University of 
IUinois, yesterday afternoon. The report 
not only sets forth specific charges of insanj- 
tary conditions and inefficient teaching in the 
Jefferson school but also contains a pungent 
criticism of the Chicago school system, a 
criticism to which President Otto Cc. 
Schneider of the board of education made 
reply later in the day. 

The particular criticism in the report which 
drew a strong denial from President Schnei- 
der was the accusation that defects in the 
present system of management in the Chi- 
cago schools is “largely due to the contin- 
uous interference with the educational ex- 
perts by those having private interests to 
further, thus detracting from the proper 
work of school’ administration.” 


Calls Instruction Inefficient. 

“In the case of the Jefferson High school. 
two reasons were found for placing it below 
the requirements of the North Centra! asso- 
ciation,’ declared Inspector Hollister. 
“First, the physical conditions, including 
laboratories, classrooms, etc., are unsatis- 
factory. These conditions, of course, will be 
remedied in about a year when the new 
building is completed. Second, and most im- 
portant, is the inefficiency of instruction in 
certain departments. This weakness is in- 
excusable. Most of the instructors are efti- 
cfent, and they muSt, in a way, suffer be- 
cause of the few who are inefficient. Good 
supervision should have foreseen and pre- 
yented such a state of things: 

“What Chicago needs is efficient super- 
vision of high schools. Thé high schools are 
loosely organized; they need department 
heads, or grade principals,’ to codperate 
with the principals, a supervisor of high 
schools, and the city superintendent. Inour 
judgment, the present situation is largely 
due to the continuous interference with the 
educational experts. 

“A number of Chicago schools have been 
found lacking because of a shortage of 
teachers which makes the classes too large 
to be handled with efficiency.”’ 


Denies “‘Outside Interference.”’ 

President Schneider admitted the justice 
of dropping the Jefferson school, but re- 
plied indignantly to the charges of “ out- 
side interfereace’’ vith the educational! de- 
partment. 

“ Conditioas are rot ideal at the Jefferson 
school,”’ he said “ The school was annexed 
with Jefferson, and is not.up to the Chi_-azo 
Standard. As fer efficiency of instrucciva, 
well, things could be considerably better, 
but the sechoc) is no worse than the average 
sinall town school. The whole thing is a 
matter of an efficient principal. I hold the 
principal responsible for the management 
of the school, and if there are _ inefficient 
teachers, he has the power to recommend 
their removal. 

‘The new Car! Schurz school, which we 
are building at a cost of $500,000, will re- 
lieve the Jefferson school and he one of the 
finest in the city. This school could have 
heen built six years ago‘!f the Irving Park 
people had notfought among themselves over 
the question of its location. 

“As for Mr. Hollister’s charge of Inter- 
ference with the educational experts, he can- 
not refer to the present board of education. I 
think Mr. Cooley will say he never received 
more sympathetic support in the manage- 
ment of the schools than was given him by 
the present board.” 

President Schneider will refer the dropping 
ef the Jefferson school to the superintend- 
ent’s department, and an explanation prob- 
ably will be asked of Principal Charles A. 
Cook. Assistant Superintendent of Schools 
Charles P. Megan said he would delay action 
in the matter unti} the official report of the 
North Central association is received.

This Is the Theme Upon Which 
John Galesworthy Has Worked 
Out “Fraternity,” His Latest 
Book. 


R. JOHN GALESWORTHY of Eng- 
land has been making a place for 
himself in the esteem of American 
readers which many older and more 
celebrated writers might well envy 
him. His novels. “The Country House,”’ 
“ The Man of Property,’ etc., have many 
thousand readers on this side of the Atlantic, 
and his latest product, ‘“‘ FRATERNITY,” 
is certain to increase the respect which is 
feit for him as a skillful worker in the great 
art of fiction—an art more misrepresented 
and belittied by poor and vainglorious work- 
men than any art of themall. «(Putnam’s.) 
Yet undeniably this is the art upon which 
the creative imaginations of the last century 
have fastened. Sculpture, painting, music 
have known greater days than the present, 
but fiction has been for the last hundred 
years slowly developing, and though at this 
precise time ft lacks representatives whe 
compare with the great origination of the 
art, at the same time the technique of the 
workers has improved, the method has be- 
come more intellectual, and the ideals of 
taste—if not of morals—have been apotheo- 
sized. 
Mr. Galesworthy, like Mr. De Morgan. 
Miss Sinclair, Mr. James, and Mrs. Wharton, 
has cut loose entirely from the trim, cor- 


porate limits of the ideal novel according to’ 


the publisher's standard. He is not working 
for a denouement; he has no hero of the im- 
peccable type; his heroine is as likely to de- 
mand compassion as admfratipn; if there is 
an episode which can be calléd dramatieit 
is by pure inadvertence; no one reaches a 
climax, and the story at the end leaves one 
with a sense of continuity. Something as 
interesting will happen tomorrow, the reader 
is convinced, as anything which has yet been 
related. 

A_ few lines from Electra on the title page 
give the keynote to the inquiry which the 
book makes: 


Brother, brother, on some far shore 
Hast thou a city, is there a door 
That knows thy footfall, Wandering One? 


As for the story itself, it is impossible to 
recapitulate it, because in the strict sense 
of the word it is not a story at all. A group 
of prosperous Londoners find themselves in- 
volved in an intimacy with another group 
of human beings far below them in oppor- 
tunity, Wealth, and experience. Oddly 


enough—or, perhaps, not oddly at all—for. 


each of the prosperous men and women 
there is a sort of sad and inefficient replica 
among the more miserable group. There is 
the husband who cannot love his wife. and 
to whom mad and irresponsible love calls 
with a sound like bugles in the spring wood: 
there is the wife who yearns for love and 
chastely limits her longing to the husband 
who feels no enchantment in her presence; 
there is the young girl who does not meas- 
ure her power, yet who feels instinctively 
that ‘‘the greatest thing in life is life’’; 
there is the old man with whom time has 
obliterated all but a single idea, now pas- 
sionately persuaded; there are the com- 
panies of folks who were born, apparently, 
only to provide a background for their more 
intensified neighbors—for those who havea 
genuis for living, or who, as Keats puts it, 
‘* are conscious of existence.’ 

One of the old men with a single ideaisa 
senile savant, whose once lovely mind. now 
concentrated upon one fdea. is writing a 
pook on ** Fraternity.’ Though he conscious- 
ly sees little of what is going on around him, 
his curious and intensely focused genius 
seems to bring out the meaning of the selfish 
Sa ec ALLE Te,

and pulsating life dbout him, as sun brings 
out the picture which has been conceived in 
the dark lens of the camera obscura. He 
might be a pitying angel, brooding aloft and 
compassionating, in words of exquisite beau- 
ty, the pains and penalties incurred by those 
who falter in their task of living. 

The characterization of the various per- 
sons of the story is exceptional. I would 
find, it difficult, looking back over the fic- 
tion of the last five years, to point to any- 
thing that could exceed it in delicacy—I 
might almost say, in poignancy. What I 
regret is that there ts no high light. There is 
no one upon whom trust may be reposed—no 
one who climbs the hill of happiness. Some. 
thing deep within us forbids us to outgrow 
the fairy tale, and, though the intellectual 
part of us applauds a futile story, finely 
realistic. and softened to an esthetic 
monochrome of gray miéts and half discerned 
habitations, yet at the core of us is the 
cry, rest and joy. The journey without a 
goal is indeed too much to endure. Thé per- 
petual doubt, the cheating promise, the hope 
unfulfilled, the truth never attained, leave 
the mind as jaded as the spent hound. Mr. 
Galsworthy has, indeed; asked much of the 
fortitude of his readers. Like Matthew Ar- 
nold, he has been utterly frank, concealing 
nothing of his pain of incertitude. It al- 
most seems as if Mr. Galsworthy might 
have caught his note from those lHnes of 
incomparable beauty and sadness which con- 
clude Arnold's ‘‘ Dover Beach ”’; 

The sea of faith 
Was once, too, at the full, and round earth's shore 


Lay like the fold of a bright girdle furled. 
But now I only hear 

Its melancholy, long, withdrawing roar, 
Retreating, to the breath 

Of the night wind, down the vast edges drear 
And naked shingles of the world.

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Novel of University Life. 


The University of Chicago has figured eev- 
eral times in novels, and it has, oneis inclined 
to think, had rather more than its proportion 
of satire leveled against it. One is glad, 
therefore, to find it treated with something 
akin to idealization in Miss Susan Glaspell's 
“THE GLORY OF THE CONQUERED.” 

It frequently has been said of late that it 
was, perhaps, an error of judgment to have 
opened the university to undergraduates. It 
might better, these critics affirm, have been 
devoted to research work and to scholarly 
achievement. Some such idea as this prompt- 
ed Miss Glaspell, no doubt, to make such ob- 
servations as the following: 

“They left the building and sauntered 
slowly across the campus. Almost in. the 
center of the quadrangle Ernestine stopped 
and looked all around. She was beginning 
to feel what it was for which the University 
of Chicago stood. It was not ‘ college life,”’ 
all those things vital to the undergraduate 
heart, which the university suggested. She 
fancied there might be things the undergrad- 
uate might miss here; she was even a little 
giad her own college days had been spent at 
the smaller school. As she stood looking 
about at building after building she had 


‘visions, not of boys and girls singing their 


college songs, but of men and women work- 
ing their way toward truth. She looked from 
one red rocf to another, and each building 


seemed to her a separate chanpel through 
which men were Working ahead toward the 
light. It was a place for research, for striv- 
ing for new knowledge, for clearing the way. 
She turned her face for a moment toward 
the north: there was great Chicago, where 
men fought for wealth and power, Chicago, 
with all the enthusiasm of youth and the 
arrogance of youthful success, with all the 
strength of youthful muscle all the power 
and possibility of yoyng brain and heart. 
This seemed far away from the, board of 
trade, from State street, and Michigan ave- 
nue. But was not the spirit of it all one? 
This, too, was Chicago, the Chicago which 
had fought its way through criticism, indif- 
ference, and jeers to a place in the world of 
scholarship. People who knew t they 
were talking about did not laugh atghe Uni- 
versity of Chicago any more. had too 
much to its credit to be passed over lightly. 
Men were doing things here; she felt all 
about her the ideas here in embryo. How 
would they develop? Where would they 
strike? What things now slumbering here 
would. step, robust and mighty, into the next 
generation?” 

The hero of the story. Karl Hubers, is a 
scientist at the university; a man whose ex- 
traordinary abilities are devoted to such dis- 
interested labors as the search for the cifre 
of virulent diseases. His friends are men 
of the same stamp—his enemies martinets, 
whose precision of method and niceties of 
manner are supposed to be a rebuke to a 
large natured, original, and absent minded 
worker such a Hubers. 

At the height of his career Hubers marries 
Ernestine Stanley, an artist, whose work Is 
prized abroad even more than at home, and 
they enjoy an ideal life. Both, after their 
fashion, serve, one offering help to the af- 
flicted, the other presenting a gift of beauty. 
Then, when life seems rich with promise and 
achievement is just at hand, Hubers loses his 
eyesight through an infection incurred in his 
laboratory work. Ernestine, consumed with 
compassion, resigns her art that she may 
become a physicist and act as eyes to her 
husband's brain. She accomplishes what all 
her friends have regarded as the impossible, 
and as she is on the point of telling her 
stricken husband that they will together re- 
sume his work he dies. 

The two have always prized Mercie’s sculp- 
tural idea, *‘ Gloria Victis,’’ in which a strong 
angel bears from the field a wounded warrior 
clutching in his hand his broken sword. In 
all the misfortunes which have overtaken 
these two, who meant to fight gallantly and 
to win much, the symbol of the broken sword 
sustains them. Ht is this idea that, in the end, 
brings Ernestine out of the dark place into 
which her grief has plunged her. 

The book is a noble one—s’o0 much may be 
said without qualification. It is the first 
novel, I believe, of this young girl, and it 
reveals a warm nature, in which high ideals 
are intuitive. The story is so convincing 
that even I, who am hardened against illu- 
sion in’ fiction—from much reading of it— 
have found myself thinking of the characters 
as if they had been part and parcel of the 
university community. 

A few more books of this sort, treating 
Chicago and the university with apprecia- 
tion, or, possibly, with idealization, will do 
much to eradicate that strangely acrid odor 
which the satire of a number of less sympa- 
thetic novelists have left in the atmosphere. 

It is said that Miss Glaspell is in Europe 
now. This is good news, if it means that sre 
is to return with an enriched experience, 
ready for more work as sincere in feeling 
and as high in purpose as “ The Glory of 
the Conquered.” (Frederick A. Stokes, New 
York, publishers.)

PROGRESS TOWARD PRACTICE 
REFORM. 

All the judges of both Circuit and Su- 
perior courts have now agreed upon rec- 
ommendations for immediate amendment 
of the practice act. The provision for 
oral instructions has been somewhat en- 
larged by the addition of the right to 
comment upon the evidence. The step 
is radical and may defeat the whole pro- 
tision in a conservative legislature. _ But 
it is desirable in itself and perhaps worth 
the chance it involves. 

A most commendable plan is to enlist 
the support of the business and civic as- 
sociations, all of which should exert their 
influence at Springfield in favor of the 
proposed changes. The siate press also 
should take up the fight, and the lead- 
ers of the Lllinois bar outside of Cook 
county. 

Meanwhile Mr. Gilbert's voluminous 
and comprehensive practice bill has been 
reported for passage by the senate com- 
mittee on judicial department and prac- 
tice. Tue TrispuneE welcomes the action 
of the senate as indication of its recog- 
nition of existent evils and of a willing- 
ness to deal drastically with them. But, 
as we already have said, the Gilbert bill, 
though full of admirable provisions, is 
the product of one man and should be* 
thoroughly considered by a carefully se- 
lected commission before adoption. Espe- 
cially the underlying question shcould be 
decided as to whether the Gilbert bill 
should not be greatly simplified and a 
good part of it established as rules of 
court, subject to easy amendment as ex- 
perience justifies, rather than enacted in 
extenso. 

We believe a commiasion composed of 
Prof. Roscoe Pound of the Northwest- 
ern University Law school, who is a 
master of the subject of procedural law 
and the real leading spirit of the success- 
ful movement in the American Bar asso- 
ciation for law reform; Judge Marcus 
Kavanagh, another informed student of 
procedure; Dean Harker of the Univer- 
sity of Illinois Law school, a judge of 
ripe experietice; Mr. Gilbert, the author 
of the proposed practice act: and other 
men of like standing and qualifications 
could devise a sound and lasting reform 
in our administration of the law. We 
believe the recommendations ef such a 
commission would command the support 
of the press and the public, the bar and 
the bench, and would be enacted into 
faw aswell as accepted by the courts in 
so far as recommendations for rules of 
court were made. 

A compromise of the present situation 
ought to be worked out by which the rec- 
ommendations of the Circuit and Su- 
perior judges ‘should be enacted at this 
session, a small but representative com- 
mission appointed with instructions -to 
consider Mr. Gilbert's elaborate and mer- 
itorious bill and to devise .ie best means 
of effecting a. thorough administrative 
reform while avoiding the mistakes of 
the pioneer code states. 


PAYNE ON WOMEN’S GLOVES.

HUMORS OF THE TARIFF. 

There are in the Payne tariff bill a few 
illustrations of the ingenious way in 
which a duty can be raised, while the art- 
less consumer is made to believe that it 
has been lowered. 

Take, for instance, linoleum, an article 
of common use among those who are not 
particularly wel] to do. Under the pres- 
ent law there is a duty of 8 cents a 
square yard and 15 per cent ad valorem 
on all under twelve feet in width. On 
all over that width the duty is 20 cente 
a yard and 20 per cent ad valorem. The 
ways and means committee in its sum- 
mary of reductions says: “ Linoleum 
above nine feet from 20 cents a square 
yard and 20 per cent ad valorem to 12 
cents and 15 per cent ad valorem.” 

This is an inerease, not a decrease, 
There were imported a year ago about 


twelve feet in width and 4,874,000 square 
yards under that width. Probably three- 
fourths of the goods paying the lower 
duty ranged in width from Over nine feet 
to nearly twelve feet. So what really is 
proposed is that the bulk of the importa- 
tions shall pay 4 cents more a square 
yard than at present. 

Here is a disjlay of ingenuity not of a 
praiseworthy kind. The consumers may 
not be able to see any fun in the joke. 
The Pennsylvania’ manufacturers who 
asked for and got the higher duty do see 
the fun of it. 

In the case of cast polished plate glass 
an attempt is made to make an increase 
in a duty seem harmless by coupling with 
it a nominal decrease. The duties on all 
sizes under 720 square inches-are raised. 
That covers the sizes employed for fur- 
niture purposes. The duties on the larger 
sizes are lowered. Taking the 1907 im- 
portations as‘a basis, this would mean 
higher duties on about 5,700,000 pounds 
of glass and a decrease on 180,000. The 
American manufacturer can stand that 
trifling cut, for he has a protection of 
155 per cent on the larger sizes. 

The farmer and the workingman would 
he profoundly grateful to congress for 
legisiation giving them cheaper window 
giass. They rejoiced, doubtless, when 
they saw that mentioned among tbe arti- 
cles on which duties were to be reduced, 
The laugh is on them, not on the manu- 
facturers. The duty is reduced a little 
on cylinder, crown, and common win- 
dow glass above 24x30 inches, but not on 
the lower sizes. The importations under 
that size amount to. 30,000,000 pounds 
and those above it to about 1,600,000. 

One glass manufacturer was honest 

10ugh to write to the ways and means 
fommittee that his industry could stand 
a cut of 25 per cent. So it can. The 
difference between the cost of production 
of a square foot of polished plate glass 
in Belgium and the United States is a lit- 
tle over 3 cents. The present tariff gives 
protection as if the difference

HAT may be descrided as cn Ocean 

mystery constitutes one of the most 

interesting features of Lord Bras- 

sey's wonderful museum which he 

has formed in his London mansion 
in Park lane. It is a small toy schooner, 
Such as one sees children playing with on 
the ponds and lakes of the public parks of 
all great cities in the United States, and it 
was picked up by Lord Brassey while cruis- 
ing on board his celebrated steam yacht 
Sunbeam in the southern Indian ocean, many 
hundreds of miles out of the beaten track of 
passenger steamers, while there was no other 
ship in sight. 

The tiny craft when first sighted by the 
lookout on board the Sunbeam was lying be- 
calmed. How it got there, and, above all, 
how it reached those latitudes uninjured and 
unharmed has always remained a profound 
mystery. For there was nothing to Indicate 
its ownership save that the cut of the jib 
and the rig showed that it came from some 
English toymaker. It occupies a prominent 
place among the Indian gods, the Chinese 
vases, the Japanese bronzes, the South Sea 
island idols, and the hundreds of other curi- 
osities that fill the museum. 

Lord Brassey took the trouble to advertise 
in the newspapers in various parts of the 
world, in the hope of discovering if perhaps 
it had been dropped overboard from some 
passenger liner on its way to Australia or 
Singapore, and had then drifted in its won- 
derful way more than a thousand miles 
south, but was never able to obtain the 
slightest clew to its history. “

Premier Clemenceau, while undoubtedly 
the ablest statesman in France, which he 
rules like an autocrat, has, like all great 
men, his weaknesses, and one of these is his 
disposition to petty revenge, which is not in 
keeping with the remainder of his character 
During the many, many years which he spent 
in opposition he gave and received many 
blows. Those which he gave mostly have 
been forgotten. For he compels admiration, 
even on the part of his political adversaries, 
who now see in him a sorely needed bulwark 
of the defense of law and order and of life and 
property. But those which he received he 
remembers in a somewhat spiteful manner. 

Thus, a number of years ago, Gailhard, the 
former director general of the Grand opera 
at Paris, had considered it necessary to bar 
Clemenceau and several of the latter's 
friends from the ‘ coulisses,"’ that is to say, 
of that world which is behind the scenes at 
the opera. He had really done it at the 
instance of the minister of fine arts, who was 
his official superior, and whom Clemenceau 
had attacked in his newspaper. Clemenceau 
was fond of going behind the scenes in those 
days, and as soon as ever he became prime 
minister and all powerful he availed himself 
of some frivolous pretext to remove Gailhard 
from the managership of the opera, appoint- 
ing Broussan and Massager in his stead. 

Lacking the extraordinary experience and 
clever resourcefulness of Gailhard, the two 
new directors have made a wretched failure 
of their management, destroying what little 
chance of success they had by flercely quar- 
réling with one another. In fact, the Paris 
Opera has become inferior in its produc- 
tions to any house of the same kind in 
Europe, and cannot be mentioned in the same 
breath with the Metropolitan of New York. 
So great has been the popular outcry against 
it that the twin directors have been obliged 
to resign, and somewhat late in the day 
Clemenceau has extended an olive branch to 
Gailhard. and with considerable difficulty has 
induced him to resume his old place at the 
head of the management of the national 
temple of the lyric drama in Fran¢te. This 
is one of the rare instances where Clemen- 
ecau has forgiven and forgotten, somewhat 
tardily, it is true, a personal affront.

The great patrician house of Borghese at’ 
Rome has furnished so many cardinals to 
the gacred college, besides several! popes, in 
particular Paul V., that one is tempted to 
rub one’s eyes when one reads of Prince 
Scipio Borghese, the actual head of the fam- 
ily, being denounced at the polls by the 
Clerical party as “an enemy of his country 
and of civilization.” Pius X. is said to have 
been extremely angry with the champions of 
the Vatican party at Albano, who had thus 
assailed Don Scipio in connection with his 
candidature for the chamber of deputies on 
the Conservative ticket, and to have called 
them to order and to have repudiated their 
action. 

For Prince Borghese, who since his sensa- 
tional feat in winning the motor race from 
Pekin to Paris a couple of years ago has 
received the nickname of *‘ Scipio Asiaticus,’’ 
is at the present moment one of the most 
popular figures in Italy, and while too 
liberal in his ideas, to be described as a 
Clerical. ‘Is nevertheless a Conservative. as 
compared with the Radicals in Italian poli- 
tics, and could have been relied upon, both 
by reason of his own record and the tradi- 
tions of his historic familly, never to have 
rendered himself guilty of any act of enmity 
towards the church. Indeed, one of the first 
things that he did after his marriage with the 
heiress of the Ferraris of Genoa was to oust 
the Grand Orient of Italian Freemasonry 
from the Palace Borghese at Rome, where 
their presence as tenants had been a source 
of particular horror to the papacy, by reason 
of the many associations of the palace in 
question with the church 

Don Scipio was by no- means the only great 
Italian noble whose parliamentary candida- 
ture was contested by Clericals, although 
their presence in the chamber would have 
been a source of strength rather than of 
weakness to the church, and in view of these 
and other mistakes of the same kind during 
the general election Pius X. must now regret 
that he did not maintain a strict adherence 
to the rule established by his two predeces- 
sors, which debarred Clericals from taking 
part in parliamentary elections. He allowed 
himself to be persuaded to make some con- 
cessions in the matter; but now finds that his 
directions that Clericals should only gotothe 
polls in constituencies where their assist- 
ance was necessary to secure the defeat of 
declared and bitter adversaries of the church 
has been misconstrued and used to antago- 
nize the people who would have been of great 
uge to the vatican in parliament. 

Then, too, as long as no Clericals were per- 
mitted by the church to go to the polls, the 
extent of their strength remained in doubt, 
and the possibility of their being permitted 
to vote against the government has lead 
the latter to make many concessions to the 
holy see. The recent elections have demon- 
strated that the so long feared Clerical vote 
has dwindled to such a degree that it has 
ceased to be a peril, or an important factor 
in Italian politics, and Pius X. is thus de- 
prived of the use of a powerful weapon, 
which Leo XIII. and Pius IX. tyrned to great 
advantage.

The new Lord Moncreiff is, in spite of his 
Scotch birth. a clergyman of the church of 
England, and his succession to his brother's 
peerage increases the number of parsons 
among the hereditary legislators in the house 
of lords at Westminster. His brother, who 
has just been gathered to his fathers, was 
famous as a Scotch judge, which was in keep- 
ing with the traditions of his house. For 
the history of the northern kingdom shows 
that this ancient house of Moncreiff has 
always been represented either on the bench 
on in the highest ranks of the Scotch clergy. 
The late Lord Moncreiff was one of the oldest. 
personal friends of the king, their intimacy 
dating from the time when they were at the 
University of Cambridge together. 

The present Lord Moncreiff. third baron of 
his line and thirteenth baronet, is the head of 
the Perthshire family of Moncreiff, and can 
trace his line back to the time when sur- 
names first began to be used in north Britain. 
Matthew de Moncreiff in 1248 obtained a 
charter of land from Sir Roger de Mowbray 
and was created a baron by King Alexander 
II. The family is said to have been founded 
by Ramerus de Moncreiff. who held office at 
the court of Alexander I. in the twelfth cen- 
tury, The Moncgtiffs obtained a baronetcy 
from King James in 1626, and it was the 
eleventh baronet of the line—namely: Sir 
James Moncreiff. who was created a peer of 
the realm for his eminent services as a 
judge. He was the Intimate friend of Pal- 
merston and the great Lord Clarendon. 

The Sit Robert Moncrieffe who spells his 
name With an ‘‘e’’ at the end, is the head of 
a junior neh of the same family, founded 
by Thomas Moncreiffe, who purchased the 
ancestral home of the Moncreiffes in Perth. 
shire, namely, Moncreiffe house, from his 
cousin, Sir John Moncreiff. Sir Robert Mon- 
creiffe’s baronetcy dates from the reign of 
King James II., and among his sisters is 
Georgina, countess of Dudley. while one of 
his brothers, Malcolm Moncrelffe, is married: 
to Miss Amy Walker of Frankfort, Ky.

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Most widely known of the birthday cele- 
brants today is Gen. A. W. Greely of the 
United States aymy, retired, who reaches the 
sixty-fifth milestone in life. As commander 
of the United States expedition in 1881 to 
establish stationse in the arctic regions he 
advanced nearer to the north pole than any 
other man had up to that time. He and six 
of his associates were saved from 4 horrible 
death by Capt. W. 8. Schley, who was in com- 
mand of the third expedition sent to rescue 
them. As chief signal officer of the army 
Gen. Greely constructed nearly 25,000 miles 
of military telegraph and cable. 

Arthur Dizon, president of. the transfer 
company established by him and living at 
$131 Michigan avenue, is 72 years old today. 
Ne Was bérh In Ireland. canie to America 
fifty-four years ago, spent a lot of his own 
money equipping men for service during the 
civil war, and belonged to the city council 
years ago. He became the father of a family 
that would have gladdened the Roosevelt 
heart—thirteen children. 

David B. Lyman, attorney, who practices in 
Chicago and lives in La Grange, is 69. He 
was born in Hawali and his father and 
mother were both missionaries in the Sand- 
wich islands. He is a Yale bachelor of arts 
and has a law sheepskin from Harvard. 

Quin O’Brien of 1827 Melrose street, attor- 
ney, political spellbinder, and favorite orator 
on St. Patrick's day, is 38. He was gradu- 
ated from the Chicago College of Law. He 
probably will pass the day with his mother 
in Bayard, Ia. 

George H. Crosby, secretary and treas- 
urer of the Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific, 
and engaged in the railroad service thirty- 
nine years, is 60. He lives at 7220 Yale 
avenue. 

E. Allen Frost of 451 Belden avenue, attor- 
ney and one time president of Ozark college 
in Missouri, is 38. Columbia bestowed on 
him a law degree. With Joseph T. Talbert, 
first vice president of the Commercial Na- 
tional bank, he devised a system of accounts 
for receivers of national banks. 

Watson J. Ferry, attorney, living at 4714 
Kenwood avenue, one time police commis- 
sioner in Kansas City, Mo., and bedecked 
with the rairgent’of the military staff of Gov.

Miss Marion Garmory Declares Legis- 
lative Czar and His Duma Prevent

“Nothing can prevent municipal suffrage 
for women from coming to Illinois. eventu- 
ally,” said Miss Marion Garmory, a young 
attorney of Rockford, I!!., at the West Ena 
Woman's club, 182 Ashland avenue, yester- 
day, *‘ but it cannot come during the present 
reign of the czar of the legislature and his 
cuma.’ 

“ Woman Suffarge ’’ was the subject under 
discussion, with Miss Garmory and Mrs. 
Catharine Watigh McCulloch. justice of the 
peace in Evanston, as the speakers, 

“ The regeneration of politics can never 
come," said Miss Garmory, “ until women 
mix into it and learn to hate crime more than 
they love personal ease. The recent Payne 
tariff bill is a striking example of political 
inhumanity tothe poor. Wemen should have 
a voice in the government which they are 
supporting as strongly as the men.”’ 

Mrs. McCulloch in an address on “ Obliga- 
tions and Responsibilities of Women.” 
showed, that under the penal cods and under 
the statutes, women are he!d responsible cn 
the same basis as the men; also that they are 
taxed with the men. 

‘Any favor shoavn,”’ she said, “ is usual!y 
in favorofthe men. We are deemed as rood 
monitors of the home, school, and morals of 
the community, but when it comes to having 
a volce in the choice of those who rule, or in 
holding office, the women are judged inferior 
mentally to thesnen and not capable of wis- 
dom in choosing or ability in executive 
work.”

Thomas Orchestra. 

‘A new pianist was heard at the public re- 
hearsal of the Thomas orchestra yesterday 
afternoon in Orchestra hall’and scored a 
success of more than usuel magnitude. She 
is Miss Adela Verne, an English girl of 
Bavarian parentage, and although she came 
with no loud heralding, she impressed as- 
few newcomers have impressed. 

The concerto she played is not one that 
fixes a plianist’s stature exactly and safely, 
for it was the Tschaikowsky B flat minor— 
& work in which no player who can manage’ 
to hit evén a part of the notes can completely 
fail. There is no more grateful concerto in 
piano literature, no more telling when prop- 
erly played, none more indestructible in the 
hands of the merest tyro. 

What Miss Verne may be able to do in the 
severer test of recital fs therefore left. un- 
determined by her performance, although 
from what she accomplished there is good 
reason to belleve she would prove herself 
an artist and planist of high worth. Be this 
as it may, it suffices for the present that 
she played the Tschaikowsky splendidly. It 
has been done here many times and finely, 
but seldom has its presentment been one of 
such admirable positiveness, such just emo- 
tional warmth, and such excellent musica! 
proportion and perfection. 

Miss Verne is a young woman of attractive 
appearance, slightly below average height, 
dark, with short cropped curling hair, a face 
that is strong and handsome, and a manner 
that is charmingly natural and unaffected. 
She went quietly and composedly to her 
work and she did the work in a masterful 
manner. Her playing was big without be- 
ing coarse, and it was always tonally beau- 
tiful. She winsa tone from the instrument 
that is full and vibrant and yet mellow and 
singing. 

Her technic is abundant and exact, and 
her keen rhythmic sense is far from being 
the least of her musical virtues. She was 
absolutely at home in every part of the con- 
certo and nothing that she wished to accgm- 
plish musically failed her. And her wishes 
were always of the artistic and best. The 
magnificent opening movement,she gave 
with splendid breadth, the Andantino was 
filled with poetic charm, and yet kept free 
from sentimentality, and the brilliant last 
movement was crisp and sparkling. It was 
a performance truly admirable and one which 
roused the audience to unwonted enthusiasm. 
An encore was unavoidable and finally was 
responded to with a technically faultiess and 
colorful presentment of Alkan’'s study, * The 
Wind.” 

The orchestral portion of the program con- 
tained as its central number the Brahms 
E minor Symphony. The composition is one 
which is familiar to the patrons of the Thom- 
as orchestra concerts, and one which Mr. 
Stock conducts with fondness and his men 


play with full sympathy and enthusiasm.* 


The performance of the afternoon was a 
beautiful one, all the strength, all the re- 
strained, true sentiment, and all the poetry 
of the musical message being revealed, and 
all the subdued but ever present color which 
is contained in the Brahms orchestration 
being disclosed with rare skill. 

The audience was as responsive as it has 
come to be whenever Mr. Stock reads Brahms, 
especially hearty being the approval after 
the excellent presentment of the Andante 
and the charming Allegro giocoso. 

Goldmark's overture “‘In Spring Time” 
ushered in appropriately a concert given on 
an afternoon filled with springtime spirit, 
and a finely finished and newly studied per- 
formance of the “** Tannhduser’’ Overture 
brought the two hours of music to a close.
